W ashingto n, Dec. 4.—It is rarely 
that a larger m easure o f public inteiv 
esht has attached to a president’s m es­ 
sage than has been evinced in the rec­ 
o mmendatio ns handed do wn to co n­ 
gress by President Ro o sevelt y ester­ 
day afterno o n. 
Amo ng the suggestio ns co ntained in 
that vo lumino us do cument are the fo l­ 
lo wing: 
“The fo unders o f the co nstitutio n 
pro vided th at the natio nal go vernment 
sho uld have co mplete and so le co ntro l 
o f interstate co mmerce. 
Only the na­ 
tio nal go vernment can In tho ro ugh­ 
go ing fashio n ex ercise the needed co n­ 
tro l. 
“There sho uld be an ex tensio n o f 
federal activity . 
This is no t advo cat­ 
ing centralizatio n. 
It is merely lo o k­ 
ing facts in the face. 
There must he 
no halt in the healthy , co nstructive 
co urse o f actio n which this natio n has 
elected to pursue. 
The federal co urts 
m ust decide ultimately what are the 
respective spheres o f state and natio n 
in co nnectio n with any law. 
“In my judgm ent there sho uld no w 
be either a natio nal inco rpo ratio n act# 
o r a law licensing railway co mpanies 
to engage in interstate co mmerce upo n 
certain co nditio ns. 
There sho uld be 
additio nal legislatio n lo o king to the 
pro per co ntro l o f the great business 
co ncerns engaged in interstate busi­ 
ness. 
“Ex perience has 
definitely sho wn 
no t m erely the unwisdo m, but the fu­ 
tility o f endeavo ring to put a sto p to 
all business co mbinatio ns. 
Mo dern 
industrial 
co nditio ns are such that 
co mbinatio n is no t o nly necessary , but 
inevitable. 
“It is pro fo undly immo ral to put o r 
keep o n the statute ho o ks a law, no m­ 
inally in the interest o f public m o r­ 
ality , that really puts a premium o n 
public immo rality . 
“The anti trust law sho uld no t he 
repealed, hut it sho uld be made bo th 
mo re efficient and mo re in harmo ny 
with actual co nditio ns. 
This sno uld 
be acco mpanied by pro visio n fo r the 
co mpulso ry 
publicatio n 
o f 
acco unts 
and the subjectio n o f ho o ks and pa­ 
pers to the inspectio n o f go vernment 
o fficials. 
A co mbinatio n sho uld no t be 
to lerated if it abuse the po wer acquir­ 
ed by co mbinatio n to the public detri­ 
ment. 
Amo ng the po ints to be aimed 
at sho uld he the pro hibitio n o f un­ 
healthy co mpetitio n, such as by ren­ 
dering service at an actual lo ss fo r 
the purpo se o f crushing o ut co mpeti­ 
tio n, the preventio n o f inflatio n o f cap­ 
ital, and the pro hibitio n o f a co rpo ra­ 
tio n’s 
m aking ex clusive trade with 
itself a co nditio n o f having any trade 
with itself. 
“In the recent business crisis it is 
no tew o rthy that the institutio ns which 
failed were institutio ns which were no t 
under the supervisio n and co ntro l o f 
the 
natio nal 
go vernment. 
Tho se

“Tho se who fear, fro m any reaso n, 
the ex tensio n o f federal activity will 
do well to study the histo ry no t o nly 
o f the natio nal hanking act, but o f the 
pure fo o d law, and no tably the meat 
Inspectio n law recently enacted. 
“W e need a greater elasticity in o ur 
currency ; pro vided, o f co urse, that we 
reco gnize the* even greater need o f h 
safe and secure currency . 
Pro visio ns 
sho uld be made fo r an emergency cur­ 
rency . 
“This co untry is definitely co mmit­ 
ted to the pro tective sy stem, and any 
effo rt to upro o t it co uld no t but cause 
widespread industrial disaster.

San Francisco , Dec. 4.—After having 
met o n 100 separate day s o n which 
ninety -five sessio ns were held and hav­ 
ing returned 441 indictments invo lving 
fo rty -seven perso ns, the Oliver grand 
jury , the mo st no ted in the city 's his­ 
to ry , made its final repo rt to Superio r 
Judge Co ffee last evening and was 
discharged fro m further duty by the 
co urt. 
Mo st o f its wo rk has been co ncern­ 
ed with indictm ents fo r “graft” and 
bribery co nnected with municipal af­ 
fairs and the public utility co rpo ra­ 
tio ns o f San Francisco . 
The final re­ 
po rt is a vo lumino us do cument and 
say s in part: 
“ We canno t even o utline the vast 
am o unt o f evidence received by us 
sho wing co rruptio n and vice o f the 
lo west kind, invo lving great mo ral tur­ 
pitude, such as the participatio n o f the 
fo rm er may o r o f o ur city In the pro fits 
earned bv the pro stitutio n o f the lo w­ 
est o f fallen wo men, which co nstitute 
a recital o f seemingly inco nceivable 
sin, sham e and vio latio n o f law. 
“The unlawful and co rrupt pro tec­ 
tio n given by fhe po lice to vice fo r the 
benefit, pecuniarily and po litically , o f 
the heads o f the adm inistratio n and 
many o f the rank and file o f the de­ 
partm ent. is unbelievable. 
If it were 
no t fo r the lo w character o f the wit­ 
nesses ex amined and the tangled mass 
o f co ntradicto ry evidence submitted, 
much o f it undo ubtedly perjured but 
in a way perjury co uld no t he legally 
pro ven, indictm ents wo uld have been 
fo und fo r ex to rtio n and co nspiracy in 
fo rming a ho use o f ill fame trust. 
There was no t a pro perty o wner in 
San Francisco after the fire In who se 
pro perty there remained any salvage, 
who was no t ro bbed by co nnivance o f 
the po lice o fficials with the junk thief.’*

blood v essels.

v olv ed in trouble in Brown county, his 
form er stam ping ground. 
Eight years 
ago he receiv ed a “whitecap” notice 
t© the effect that his absence from the 
county would be appreciated. He paid 
no attention to it, and the “whitecap- 
pers” assembled and gav e him a beat­ 
ing. Ford asserted that he recognized 
some of his assailants, and there were 
a few arrests. 
During the trial there was an at­ 
tem pt to impeach Ford’s testimony, 
and a letter was offered in ev idence 
which Ford had written to an Eastern 
man, in response to an adv ertisem ent 
in a farm journal, that he dealt largely 
in persimmon seeds, and that he could 
furnish seed for red persimmons, black 
persimm ons, blue persimmons and the 
yellow kind. In fact, he could furnish 
seed for any kind sav e the seedless, 
and he could supply this v ariety with 
cuttings. 
As nobody familiar with persimmons 
ev er saw a blue or black one, or ev en 
a red one, the letter was accepted as 
showing that Ford was tricky. It was 
also shown at this trial that the seed­ 
less persimmon was unknow n in Brown 
county. 


The Situa tion Improv ing. 
New York, Dec. 4.—Commercial fail­ 
ures in the United States during the 
month of Nov ember, according to sta­ 
tistics compiled by R. G. Dun & Co., 
were 1,180 in number, and $17,637,011 
in am ount of defaulted indebtedness. 
This is a decrease of about $10,000,000 
in liabilities as compared with the fail­ 
ures in October, and slightly sm aller

Silv e r Bodk ins In Se ts W ith Sc is s ors to 
Ma tc h Are Us e d In the Kits or Ma k e

One of the nov el offerings in the 
line of lingerie riblion kits is n minia­ 
ture fish basket made of fine wicker 
and shaped exactly like the spacious 
receptacle for trout and pickerel. 
The 
ribbon basket Is just large enough to 
hold two or three spools of baby rib­ 
bon. 
The hov er lifts back, and the In­ 
side is padded with silk to match th ? 
basket lining. 
T hrust through a rib­ 
bon strap crossing the center of the 
cov er lining are three silv er bodkins 
made in the shape of fish, the heads 
forming the point and the tails being 
slit crosswise to adm it the v arious 
widths of lingerie ribbon. 
F lat silv er bodkins in sets of four 
can be bought on fancy silk cov ered 
cards, and in the jewelry shops they 
are sold in leather cases. 
Some of 
them hav e tiny scissors to match. The 
bodkins range in size from the round 
one designed to go through the eyelets 
at the top of a chemise or nightgown 
to the broad fiat one an Inch across 
the opening. 
If wider ribbon than this 
is used, as is sometimes seen in fancy 
muslin petticoats, then a bodkin has to 
be m ade to order or else the ribbon 
m ust be folded. 
It is much better to 
hav e the bodkin eye the exact size of 
the width of the ribbon to prev ent fold 
ing or twisting. 
That Is why the set 
of four is necessary to any complete j 
ribbon outfit. 
These bodkins are plain or engrav ed 
with an all ov er design. 
It is sm art to 
hav e one’s initials or monogram cut on 


face is most unsatisfactory. 
Some of 
the etched silv er bodkins in French 
gray are odd and pretty. 
A pretty case for the wash ribbons 
Is made of a wide piece of flowered 
ribbon. This is doubled to form a long 
pocket, through which different sized 
div isions are made by sewing down 
from the top of the pocket part to the 
bottom. 
Cards to fit each div ision are 
wound with ribbons and slipped Into 
their cases. A silk or ribbon bag large 
enough to hold all the lingerie para­ 
phernalia will add to the conv enience 
of the worker. 
A v ery roomy one is made with a 
square bottom, hav ing a bag for each 
of the four sides and all draw n to­ 
gether near tie* top with a narrow rib­ 
bon. 
While plain silks and ribbons are 
dainty, the flowered ones are more ef­ 
fectiv e and go better with the wash 
ribbons used in the lingerie. 
Ev en In 
these trifles a color harmony is ob­ 
serv ed. 
For instance, the w'oitmn who 
prefers all w hite lingerie ribbons has 
her “kit” made of white ribbon, with 
pink or yellow flowers in v ery delicate 
designs. 
For the v iolet dev otee cases 
and bags are made of lilac or v iolet 
flowered ribbon s% and the pink and 
blue sets hav e grounds of the lingerie 
trim m ing color, with designs or flow­ 
ers in contrasting hues.

According to the evidence given re­ 
cently by Dr. R. T. Williams, an Eng­ 
lish physician, in a London police court, 
says the Literary Digest, be distin­ 
guishes seven stages of drunkenness— 
irritabfe, mellow, pugnacious, affection­ 
ate, lachrymose, followed, if the total 
doses were large enough, by collapse 
and death.

New Yo rk’s Energetic Go verno r, Who Is In the 
Presidential Limelight, Has No Use 
Fo r Po litical Bo sses. 


By ROBERTUS LOVE. 
'HO'S Hughes?’* 
Such was the query 
o f 
Chairm an Stevens of the 
New York legislature’s gas 
trust investigating committee in March, 
1905, when State Senator Alfred R. 
Page, one of the members, suggested 
Attorney Charles -Evans Hughes for 
chief counsel or inquisitor. 
Ju st at present Mr. Hughes is gov­ 
erno r of New York , but he was an 
unk nown lawyer when that question 
was ask ed. 
Mr. Page k new that Mr. 
Hughes was a good lawyef. 
A consid­ 
erable group of men in New* York city, 
where he practiced, also k newr this 
fact. 
Rut there are many other good 
lawy ers in New York , so tha f Is not 
very much of a distinction. 
However, 
Page insisted to Stevens that Hughes 
was the very best lawyer available 
fo r the wrork In hand—to cork screw 
confessions of amazing manipulations 
o ut of Consolidated Gas officials, to 
po ke the probe down into the rotten 
co re of lighting contracts and illumi­ 
nate the opaque interior and to dis­ 
co ver that New York people were pay­ 
ing a dollar for gas that cost 28 cents. 
Hughes was hired and did the wrork . 
Now 
people no longer ask who’s 
Hughes, but throughout the T’nlted 
States they are ask ing w hat’s Ilughcs 
—w hat k ind of a man is this person at 
Albany, this new and novel figure in 


the work ing desk of the governor was 
in a small room adjoining the fine 
large cham ber which is k nown as the 
executive office. 
Form er governors pre­ 
ferred the small room so that they 
could k eep away from the crowd w hich 
frequently fills the large room; also, it 
must be said, some of them preferred 
the little office so that they could talk 
In private with politicians. 
Governor 
Hughes used the little room for a few 
days. Then he marched out into the 
big room and took his seat at the ex­ 
pansive fiat desk 
which 
had 
been 
merely ornamental, and he work s there 
every day. 
Shortly after this move a certain in­ 
dividual entered the big cham ber and 
put his face close to the governor’s, 
saying softly: 
“I w ant to see you alone, governor.” 
“I am alone,” replied the governor in 
his everyday voice. 
‘‘B ut this is a private m atter, gov­ 
ernor, and”— 
“Is it official business?” 
“Yes, but”— 
“Good day,” said Governor Hughes. 
That politician thus made the star 
tling discovery that New’ \ rork has a 
governor to whom no official business 
is private. 
It used to be mighty hard for a hum ­ 
ble citizen to get access to the little 
room and the governor’s ear. 
Nowr 
anybody not palpably a crank or a 


public life, for it is a fact that Hughes 
is a new element in civics, lik e radium 
in physics. 


A Unique Governor. 
Charles E. Hughes has been govern­ 
o r o f Newr Y’ork for almost a year— 
quite lo ng enough to allow his measure 
to be tak en. 
Yet it is a difficult m at­ 
ter to classify the man at Albany. Aft­ 
er lo o king at this hum an specimen 
fro m all sides and in all lights the con­ 
clusio n is reached that he does not be­ 
lo ng In any classification hitherto ac­ 
cepted, but is a whole new' class by 
himself. 
As a public adm inistrator 
Go verno r Hughes is unique. 
Peo ple are asking, “W hat abo ut this 
man H ug hes? ” with thoughts 
o n presi­ 
dential po ssibilities, but it is declared 
by clo se friends o f the go verno r him­ 
self and indeed by intimate o bservers 
who o ppo se him po litically that the 
subject o f this curio sity Is no t think­ 
ing at all abo ut what may happen to 
him Oi who Hughes may be nex t y ear 
or ten y ears hence. Hughes, they say , 
is simply attending to his jo b as g o v­ 
erno r o f New' Yo rk. 
It may be said that Mr. Hughes’ in­ 
terpretatio n o f the duties o f a stat$ 
ex ecutive Is the o ne thing that differ­ 
entiates him fro m the general run o f 
go verno rs the co untry o ver. 
Ho w he 
interprets his duties is best ex plained 
by citing incidents in his o fficial career. 
Befo re Mr. Hughes went to Albany 


lunatic can enter the big room and 
state his case to the governor, who 
listens as attentively to a cab driver 
as he listens to the president of a 
railroad. 
Some months ago a man 
just released from state prison called 
upon Governor Hughes in the big 
room, announcing himself as an ex­ 
convict. 
The governor listened atten­ 
tively while the man complained of 
certain abuses in the prison and of­ 
fered suggestions as to remedies. Gov­ 
ernor Hughes took copious notes dur­ 
ing the conversation and promised to 
tak e the m atter under advisement.

Governor Hughes notified Commis­ 
sioner Kelsey to appear before him in 
the big room for immediate exam ina­ 
tion. There was no precedent for such 
a thing, of course. 
But, then. Gov­ 
ernor Hughes cares little for prece­ 
dents. 
He cares more for common 
sense, for business methods applied on 
the jum p to the case immediately in 
hand. After a few hours of w hat law­ 
yers call “Q. and A.,” otherwise cross 
examination, Mr. Kelsey felt lik e the 
bosom of a boiled shirt after being 
worn on a hot August day. 
He was 
wilted. The party machine in the state 
senate sustained Mr. Kelsey and pre­ 
vented his removal, but the governor 
won the moral victory. 
Also the governor a little later by 
attending strictly to his business as 
chief executive according to his own 
interpretation took the starch out of 
the party machine.

wrote from Albany: 
“no has smaslav! his party organi­ 
zation so that there is little left of it 
as a machine. To be sure, many of the 
W’ork ing parts are Intact, but they are 
not assembled.”

The dollar took some rounding. Nor 
did it formerly ring true, but, much 
alive, simply gave a bleat or bellow. 
Cattle, among country folk , at one 
time constituted the dollar. While prim­ 
itive man generally made use of a ny 4 
article sufficiently abundant for the 
standard paym ent of all merchandise.

in ancient Greece, a 
large 
bronze tripod had the value of a dozen 
oxen. 
A good hardwork ing w'oman, 
on the other hand, was given in ex­ 
change for only four such beasts. 
When metal took the place of money 
the dollar clung to its traditions, and 
coins were still called after live stock . 
Thus 
“pecunia,” 
applied 
to 
metal 
money, derived its origin from “pecus” 
(cattle). From the custom of counting 
heads of cattle came the present desig­ 
nation of a sum in cash—capital or 
“capita” (heads). 
In Sansk rit roupa 
(herd, flock ) made roupya or the In­ 
dian rupee, while ingots of electrum 
or adm ixture of gold and silver when 
first in use as money bore the impress 
of an ox or cow. 
Not clumsy, but too fragile, were the 
shells In use as money by the negroes 
of Africa and throughout nncleut Asia, 
where the natives, tak en by its beauty, 
gave the shell a money value.—It. Holt-
